ANTI-TRUST LAW VIOLATED? 


Illinois Central. Louisville and Nash. | 
ville, and Others Involved. 
Washington, D. C., June 10.—{Special.]— 


Under the Sherman anti-trust law Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was asked today to proceed 


and Nashville, the Norfolk and Western, 
the Chesapeake and Ohio, the Southern, the 4 
Atlantic Coast’ Line, and all the other rail- 
roads and traffic associations operating in 
the territory south of the Ohio and east of the 
Mississippi rivers. 

A conspiracy in restraint of trade is al- 
leged, and the president is asked to prevent 
the carriers in question from continuing it. 

It is stated by those concerned that the 
interests involved are greater and the issues 
raised more far reaching than in the North- 
ern Securities merger case. Should the ad- 
ministration decide to prosecute this railroad 
combination enterprise it will cause a greater 
stir, say the authorities, than when the anti- 
ceedings. 

Seek to Prevent Combinations. 

The petition embracing the charges was 
submitted to Attorney General Moody by a 
delegation representing the Receivers’ and 
Shippers’ association of Cincinnati. It was 
intended to take the matter up directly with © 
President Roosevelt, but In his absence he 
requested that the attorney general sa tn 
the committee.

Automobile Whirls Into River. 

At this moment the catastrophe took place, 
Hoops had made thie sudden turn so close to 
the edge of the embankment that the wheels 
on the right side could not clear it. With 
a sudden lurch the car pitched sideways from 
the brink and went whirling over and over in 
mid air into the river. 

It all wae done in a moment. There were 
shrieks from the occupants of the car and 
the next instant the machine had disap- 
peared beneath the surface of the water and 


calling for help. 

Pitching so violently jeneumad. the csr 
ha@ shot its occupants out toward the mid- 
die of the river and clear of the machine. 
The yellow tonneau itself turned a complete 
somersault and, wheels first, struck the sur- 
face of the river, where it senk witha splash 
from sight. - 

Rescuers Flock to the Scene. | 

Peraons came running from alt directtans. 
The victime of the accident could be seen 
dimly struggling in the water, and from the 
darkness sounded their cries for succor. 
Passengers on the South Haven boats along 
the north slips crowded to the rail in a wild 
rush, and Dan Cahill, the bridge tender, 
stopped in the act of closing the draw to 
clamber down from his operating box and 
throw overboard a couple of life preservers. 

P. T. Johnston, a night watchman on the 
Jackson & Corbett company’s pile driving 
scow, was sitting on his deck smoking and 
gossiping with two tug boat captains, Tom 
Kelly of the Josiah Ward and John Hennes- 
sey of the Tom Brown. They saw the auto- 
mobile pitch into the river and tamadintaty 
leaped to the rescue. 

Johnston hauled out a little rowboat from 
the deck of the scow and the three men 
clamibered in and rowed the several hundred 
yards to the place where they could see per- 
sons struggling in the water. | 

One Legged Boy Proves Hero. . 

But even before this an 18 year old boy 
with a wooden leg, Joe Tavish, 235 Harvey 
street, had climbed down the embankment 
and thrown himself into the water. He hap- 
pened to be there because it is his great am- 
bition to be a bel diver, and he always is 
hanging around the docks listening to the 
tales of the sailors. Tavish can swim with | 
his good leg, and he was the first one of the 
rescuers to reach the drowning persons. 

Mrs. Runyan was going down for the sec- 
ond time when Tavish reached her side and 
seized her by the hair. It was all the crippled 
lad could do to keep the woman's head above 
water, and it was lucky that two other swim- 
mers arrived just at that time to help him, 
They were Arthur Ott, 16 Rush street, and 
Percy Williams, an 18 year old or who lives: 
at the Calumet hotel. 

Woman and Chauffeur Rescued. 

While the three boys were keeping Mrs. 
Runyan afloat they noticed Hoops struggling 
in the water close at hand. He had man- 
aged to divest himself of his long automo- | 
bile coat and was keeping himself up with- 
out effort. ‘Then Johnston and the tug cap- 
tains arrived in the rowboat, and Mrs. Run- 
yan and Hoops were taken aboard. : 

The victims were rowed to the scow, where 
it was found that Mrs. Runyan was uncon- 
scious although Hoops was unharmed. The 
woman was carried to the ticket office of 
| the Hackley steamer line, where she revived. 
although for some time she was too hysteri- 
cal to tell her name. She finally was taken 
to the Lexington hotel In a police ambulance, 
le Hoops was taken in a patrol wagon to 
the Central detail police station and ques- 
tioned by Sergeant Jerry Horrigan. When 
allowed to go he went away in an auto sent 
by the Cadillac people. Later he was arrested. 

Hoops Seems Dazed. 

Young Hoops, after his rescue, was taken 
to the Central police station, where he 
seemed dazed, and told bis story disconnect- 
edly. He said: 

“We were coming down Rush. street ata 
good pace, when something went wrong with 
our lights. At Illinois street I got out of the 
machine to fix them and we were stopped 
about fifteen minutes. When the lamps 
were fixed again I started the machine at a 
good rate of speed to catch up with my 
brother. 

“On the approach to the bridge I did not 
notice any signal of danger. No bell was 
rung. There was no policeman there, or even 
a red light. The chain was not in place, and, 
in fact, there was nothing to prevent an ec 


cident. 
Auto Plunges Into River. 

“T noticed that there was another automo- 
bile stopped just at the draw and I checked 
the speed of my machine, but the brakes 
Were not sufficient to hold it. I threw the 
steering wheel around to the left, and as the 
auto swung I felt it strike something which 
must have been the post for the chain. My 
only thought was that we might strike the 
| Other auto, which we narrowly missed drag- 
ging into the river with us. | 

“The fall came before we had suspected 
that the bridge was open. The side of the 
machine was toward the open draw, and the 
right band wheels seemed to slip first, and 
the machine turned over as it struck the 
water. 
had dropped away from us, for it struck the 
water first. I remember faintly hearing 
screams, but I sank at once: My head 
struck something which felt like the tire on 
a wheel, but the blow only partly stunned 
me. ; 

Rescued by Three Men. 

“ When I came to the surface I felt that my 
heavy rubber coat was dragging me down, 
and I managed to tear it and a small coat 
off. My strength was almost gone, and I was 
only able to keep myself afioat until three 
men in a small flatbottom boat reached me 
and Gragged me out of the water. 

The story that the of the ma- 
chine had escaped and had ruh away to 
avoid arrest, finally being captured by the 
police, is entirely false. I do not know 
where the story started, but I was driving 
the auto myself at the time of the accident.” 

+ Mrs. Runyan, Hysterical, Talks. 

Mrs. Runyan was still hysterical when 
taken to the Lexington hotel. She was 
taken to her room and was revived under the 
care of the house physician and a maid, but 
could not talk intelligibly of the accident un- 
til late In the evening. 

“None of us knew we were’ approaching | 
the bridge,” said Mrs. Runyan, “until we 
heard Mr. Hoops shout and felt the wheeis 
slurring over the pavement as he turned the 
machine quickly to one side. The next I 
remember is the terrible anew ‘ate the dark- 
ness ahead of us.

“Although Russia has been annihilated on 
sea and repeatedly beaten on land,” he said, 
“Japan must not conclude that.Russia no 
longer. can defend herself. Thi’ must be 
considered by the Japanese government in 
framing the terms of peace. If those terms 
affect the dignity of Russia they will be 
rejected instantly and the negotiations be 
broken off. Russia prefers further defeats 
to dishonorable peace. Having lost numer- 
ous battles, it is to be expected that peace 


will have to be transferred to Japan, and we 
will. have to make other concessions. But 
I do not believe Russia will agree to idan 
a large indemnity to Japan.”’ 


Settlement Will Be Difficult. 


made by the Russian and Japanese author- 
ities quoted that there is bound to be a wide 
difference of opinion between the Russian 
and Japanese plenipotentiaries when they 
meet, Here the president's influence, prob- 
ably, again will come into play.

Once more the interest in the war centered 
upon Kurokf's army. By April 26 Kuroki 
had completed the concentration of the first 
army at Wiju, and began his preparations 
to force a passage. Misleading the Russian 
commander, Gen. Zassulitch, as to his real 
intentions, by a feint in the direction of An- 
tung, six miles below Wiju, Kuroki threw 
a division across the river, four miles above 
the town, on the night of the 20th, and turned 
the left of the. Russian line. 

On the 80th a great artillery duel took 
place, in the course of which the Russian ar- 
tilery was completely subdued and put out 
of action. During the night the other two 
divisions of the First army crossed the Yaly. 

On May 1 Gen. Kuroki attacked the Russian 
position at Hencheng on the right bank, 
and inflicted the first land defeat of the cam- 
paign, on the Russians, who lost nearly 7,000 
officers and men killed and wounded, pris- 


oners, and twenty-nine field and machine 
guns. The Russians retreated in confusion. 
evacuating the strong position at Fenghuan- 
cheng, which was immediately occupied by 
the Japanese. 

The first trial of strength by land had ended 
like the first sea fight, in a striking victory 
for Japan. She had won by reason of three 
things—by the strength of her artillery fire, 
by her power of concentrating strong forces 
where the defense was weak, and by rapidity 
and reckless bravery in attack. It was sig- 
nificant that the Russians believed their 
enemy to be possessed only of field artillery, 
and had made no preparations for anything, 
heavier, nor even taken care to mask their 

Five days after the victory on the Yalu 
the Japanese landed in force on the Liaotang 
peninsula. Closely following the precedent 
of 1804, they chose Pitsewo for their place 
of disembarkation; a spot some fifty miles to 
the north of the narrow neck which joins the 
little peninsula of Port Arthur and Dalny 
to the mainiand. Pitsewo is a bad landing 
place, for the ships have to Hie off at a dis- 
tance of three or four miles, and, aa the first 
party of sailors began their operations at low 
tide, they had to wade ashore for a thousand 
yards in water breast deep. A Russian bat- 
tery of quick firers might have made the 
achievement almost impossible, but there was 
no battery and no opposing force except a 
few patrols, which quickly disappeared, ant 
by night Admiral Hosoya had succeeded 
in landing 10,000 men, the formidable van- 
guard of the Second army. 

Kuroki, with the First army, was mean- 
time advancing northward, and occupied 
Fenghuancheng, on the road to Liao- 
yang, and the whole plan of campaign be- 
gan to be clear to every one, even to the Rus- 
sians. About this same moment the Rus- 
sians began to leave Newchwang, hastily 
anticipating what happened only some weeks 
later—the landing of another army in thai 
quarter to .codperate with Kuroki in his 
advance northwards. 

RAID BY VLADIVOSTOK FLEET. 

At sea, however, during these weeks twu 
great misfortunes befell the Japanese. Some

Admiral Jessen, coming south from Viad- 
ivostok, met the transport Kinshiu Maru on 
the way to Genean, attacked it, and sank 
it, only tiie coolies and crew being saved.

The 
battleships turned their searchlights on the 
fishing boats and for twenty minutes poured 
in a storm of shot and shell, sinking one 
vessel, the Crane, killing its captain

The news of the outrage inflamed'the Brit- 
tsh nation, and England made instant prepa- 
ration for war. An explanation was demgnd- 
ed of Russia and the fleets put in motion. 
Premier Balfour insisted that the Baltic fleet 
be detained at a neutral port pending an in- 
quiry. Russia pofnted out that this was im- 
possible—and the fleet continued on its way. 

Then arose ab angry roar from the British 
people, and orders were given to intercept 
the Russian fleet at Gibraltar. The Mediter- 
ranean fleet sailed from Malta to Gibraltar, 
and the channel fleet of eight battleships, 


drawn up, decks cleared for action, across 
the pathway of Rojestvensky’s squadron. 
After considerable delay the two powers 
agreed to submit the question of respohsi- 
bility for the North sea affair to a commis- 
sion of five admirals, one to be named by 
Russia, one by Great Britain. The other 
three were to be appointed by the United 
States, France, and Austria. The cominis- 
sion met at Paris on Jan. 9, 1905, and took 
the testimony of many witnesses. The offi- 
cers of the Russian fleet declared that they 
had been attacked by two Japanese torpedo 
boats and that they returned the attack. 
The English fishing boats, they declared, 
got in the way. They were sorry for the 
Englishmen, they said, but waris war. | 
The commission, in its decision made pub- 
lic on Feb. 26, held that there were no tor- 
pedo boats in the North sea and that the 
circumstances did not justify Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky in opening fire as he did.

STRUGGLE FOR PORT ARTHUR, 
Early in November, 1904, the world’s at- 
tention was again drawn to Port Arthur by 
the desperate energy of the besieging army 
and by the heroic defense of Gen. Stoessel’s

been so dramatic, so spectacular, and the

The siege began on May 28, but it was not 
until the middle of July that Gen. Nogi was 
able to bring up siege guns and begin an 
aggressive attack upon the stronghold. | 

Gen. Nogt’s first move was to capture Taku 
mountain, an eminence 600 feet high east of 
port Arthur. This was necessary for from 
the summit of Taku mountain the Russians 
had a panoramic view of every foot of ground 
over which the Japanese forces were com- 
pelled to operate. Taku mountain was taken 
by storm on July 29, : 

Nogi’s next move was to capture Woif 
hill, eight miles north of Port Arthur.

The battleship Sevastopol took refuge out- 
side the harbor only to be dislodged by the 
daring men of Togo’s fleet. | 

It was Dec. 20 by the time Nogi’s guns 
had completed the task of destroying the 
fleet. That task marked the real beginning. 
of the end of the siege. Dec. 26 the Japanese 
blew up and captured the Ehriung forts, two . 
‘miles north of Port Arthur. Dee. 31 they 
captured in the same way the Rihlung and 
Wantai forts, still nearer the stronghold, 
and made a breach in the old Chinese wall, 
which form-d the inner line of defense. 

‘Stoessel had defended Port Arthur for 241 

days and could donomore. He had less than 
10,000 men able to stand on their feet. He 
had 22,000 sick and wounded in the hospitals 
and was without medicines and surgical sup- 
plies. His men were worn out under the 
strain of the bombardment that week after 
week, day and night, had swept Port Arthur 
with ‘a storm of steel. 
Having done his best, Stoessel sent a note 
‘to Nogi offering to surrender. At 9 o’clock 
on the evening of Jan. 1, 196, the guns were 
silenced and the long siege was ended. 

It required two weeks’ time to transfer 
Port Arthur from Russian to Japanese 
hands. In all Russia surrendered about #1,- 
000 men, including sick and wounded. Gen. 
Stoessel and many of his officers gave their 
paroles not to engage in the war again and 
went home. Other officers voluntarily _re- 
mained to share the imprisonment of their 
men. | 

BATTLE OF HEIKOUTAI. 

While these events were in progress the 
Russian and Japanese armies had remained 
quietly in winter quarters along the Shakhe 
river. Each army” had intrenched and forti- 
fled its position so strongly that a frontal 
attack by either was out of the question. 
In many places the dines were not more than 
400 yards apart—in some places they were 
near enough for Russian and’ Japanese to 
shout at each other. In one village the Rus- 
sians occupied one end of the town and the 
Japanese the other. 

'Late in January Gen. Gripenberg, who com- 
manded the Russian third army, conceived 
the plan of turning the left flank of the 
Japanese army by seizing a position at 
Heikoutal, at the junction of the Hun and 
Shakhe rivers. He believed by holding Hei- 
kaitou he could operate southward and in 
time turn Oyama’s flank and cut off Japa- 
nese communications by railroad with New- 
chwang and Dalny. 

Gen, Kouropatkin gave a reluctant consent 
and Gen. Gripenherg made the attempt. He 
sent 60,000 to’ 80,000 men against the Japa- 
nese left wing on Jan. 19. In three days he 
lost 15,000 men and extricated his army with 
the greatest difficulty. 

, This disaster caused an irreparable breach 
between Gen. Gripenberg and the commander

Patrolmen a Still Greater Amount 
Present Plan to Cositinue the En- 


City hall officials are wondering where the 
strike is going to leave. the muhicipal 
finances. It Joi. ds as if there would be a 
debt that will require years to wipe 
out. 

At’ the close of last week—the ninth week of 
the strike—the teamsters’ struggle had cost 
the city in round figures $253,500 in the one 
item of police protection furnished to the em- 
pocyers. Every day that the strike lasta 
costs the city $4,150. In its impoverished 
financial Condition Chicago finds this burden 
about as heavy as ip wipe and Japan fird 
their daily outpouring of millions, But 
Chicago: also the dally toll is taken and wit! 
cuntinue to be taken till peace is declared. 

There is a fervent hope in the city hall that 
the wealthy merchants. whose’ property is 
being protected’ by the police will in the end 
compensate the city for a part at least of the 
extra expense. It is believed that it would 
be no more than fair that the merchants. 


should pay the bills for the meals for the. 


police on strike Quty. This item alone 
amounts to $900 a day. Since thé first draft 
of men for strike duty the city has spent 
$45,500 for meals. More than 130,000 meal 
tickets have been issued by the department. 
There are nearly 1,300 temporary policemen 
guarding property.

Meal Tickets Issued. 


But the meal question fs different. When 


it became necessary to take the patrolmen 
from their beats and detail them to march 
with caravans all day the city had toWhake 
arrangements to supply them with Meals 
away from home. For this purpore the po- 
lice mea] ticket was struck off. It reads thus: 
Please give bearer one meal up to the value of 
35 cents and charge Same to account city of Chi- 
cago. FRANCIS O'NEILL, 
 Saperintendent of police. 
These tickets, countersigned Dy Assistant 
Chief Schuettler, arerdistributed throughout 
the police divisions and given to the patrol- 
men on strike duty when they report at roll 
eall. The ticket isisu d to be goodat any 
restaurant, though dt Is optional with the 
restaurateur to accept it in lieu of money. 
Hundredsof restaurants have refused to feed 
the police oh the credit of the city. a 3 
The tickets which are accepted aré for- 
warded to the eity hall, where Secretary Si 
Mayer of the police department issues vouch- 
ers for their liquidation. The £50.000 so far 
tied up in these meal tickets Comes out of the 
contingency fund, but how long the con- 
tingency fund can stand the dfain is a mat- 
ter of speculation in the finance committee. 


May Stop Street Cleaning. | 


“If the strike holds out much longer at’ 


the rate of $4,000 a day we'll have to give up 
street cleaning altogether,” said one alder- 
man. 
“The employets have not intimated that 
they would be pleased to contribute toward 
the extraordinary expense of the police de- 
partment during the strike,”’ said Secfetary 
Mayer. ‘* During the stockyards strike we 
spent $15,000 for meals for the police on 
strike duty. There was some talk that the 
packers would reimburse the department, 
but nothing was ever done. The packers did 
furnish a good many meals individually. to 
the police and otherwise made them comfort- 
able, but that was all.” - 

The report has been current for some time 
that the packers mad¢ up a fund of $11,000 
which was intended for part compensation 
to the city for police pretection, but that it 
was paid to a commanding officer in the de- 
partment, who failed to turn it into the city 
treasury. Henry Veeder, counsel for Swift 
& Co., and one ofthe representatives of the 
combiged packing interests during the strike, 
said that he had no knowledge of any such 
fund. 

“TI don’t believe that the packers offered 
any compensation to the city,” he said.” “' If 
they did it was withéut my knowledge. A 
contribution may have been made to the 
Policemen’s Benevolent association.”’ 

Treasurer Jerry Horgan of the association 
said the packers made no contribution to the 
pension fund. Other officers of the associa- 
tion said it was a common story in the police 
department that the packers had made'up a 
fund either for the association or for the city 


treasury, but that it never reached its des- | 


tination by reason of the aliged interception 
of the comanding officer in question. 
County Has Cheaper System. 
It is worthy of note that Cook county is fur- 
nishing practically the same amount of pro- 


tection to property as the impoverished city,. 


but at a fraction of the cost. Sheriff Bar- 
rett has sworn in 4,000 deputies for strike 
duty. They ride on wagons, as do the police. 
They get $34 day each. But the county pays 
only $800 of this entire number. The re- 
mainder of the deputies are employés of the 


protected companies or are paid directly by 


the concerns protected.

Besides that there are railroads privately 
owned, but operated by the gcv -rnment, rep- 
resenting $100,000,000 more, The tendency is 
to concentrate the government ownership 


more and more, and this disposition is being ~ 


fostered not by any socialistic movement 
but by a strong, localized, constitutional gov-

cisco June 2 when Referee Ned Homan de- 
clared him a loser at the end of his desperate. 
twenty round battle with Eddie Hanlon. 
His hairline defeat at the hands of Jimmy | 
Britt, a verdict that brought condemnation 
on the heads of California fight prompters 


ver lad'’s reputation to any extent, ds the 
impression of eastern fight fans was that 
it was not on the books for him to win that 
battle. His decisive defeats at the hands 
of Battling Nelson, however, dimmed the 
brilliancy of the reputation he gained by de- 
feating Terry McGovern and others, but 
even those setbacks did not mar his fistic 
etanding to any great extent, as his admir- 
ers extended him the overmatched hand of 
excuse. 

They argued that he was only .a 126 pound 
fighter and therefore handicapped as to 
weight. Corbett took the tip and announced 
that he still was the featherweight champion 


or Nelson at the weights he defeated Mc- 
Govern. He and. his admirers, however, 
overlooked the fact that he (Corbett) prac- 
tically named the weights for all of his bat- 
ties after his first victory over McGovern 
and that if he fought out of his class it was 
at his own dictation. Nevertheless he stil! 
was considered a class A fighter after he 
was twice beaten by Nelson and his mediocre 
contests against eastern fighters, and that

correct does not enter into the matter, as his 
verdict is now pugilistic history. | 


The fight, from all accounts, was the most 
desperate-and fastest ever witnessed on the 
coast between boys of their weights. The 
first ten rounds were tame, with Hanlon 
showing. to the better advantage. In the 
eleventh session Corbett landed hard enough 
on Eddie's jaw to upset him for the count 
of nine, ‘and during-the next four rounds 
the Denverite had matters pretty much his 
own way. Hanlon, in: those periods: looked 


With the winner's end of the 
purse in sight and his reputation as a class 
A fighter at stake, Corbett walloped away 
for all that was in him to put Hanlon down 
and out, but he was not equal to the task. 
Either Eddie's capacity: for punishment was 
too gross or else Corbett’s ability to deliver 
sleep producers is a thing of the past. At 
any rate he had opportunities galore to 
score a‘knockout and failed. -Hanlon took 
a new lease of life in the sixteenth round 
and more than held his own thereafter. Re- 
ports state. he had Corbett holding in the 
final -session, and that Homan, according 
to his statement, awarded him the fight on 
his showing in that round. 
Corbett, however, did not take kindly to 
Homan's decision and madestrenuous efforts 
to hand him one of his haymakers after he 
In this Corbett 
erred, as Homan was his selection, and there- 
fore should Mave stood pat.on his decision. A 
careful perusal of the reports attests that 
Homan drew his decision a bit too fine, as 
Hanlon’s work in the last five sessions sim- 
ply offset the advantages gained by Corbett 
in the five previous rounds. Of course, Eddie 
was given credit of securing the shade in the 
first ten periods, but that was more than 
wiped out by Corbett in the eleventh round. 
Homan candidly admitted the battle was an 
excellent Graw at the end of the nineteenth 
round, and that Hanlon won it in the Jast 
session. Homan is not what is generally 
termed a professional referee, and therefore 
might have had in mind, when he rendered 
the verdict, the happenings of the last round 
He might have erred, but if he did it 
was because of lack of judgment, as he is one 
of the squarest sporting men in the country 
and withal a warm and an admirer of

Finds Repository in the Zecca Palace, 
Near Sqnare of St. Mark. 


LONDON, June 10.—After a delay of many 
yéars one of thé most famous libraries in the 
world has been removed from a situation 
where it practically was useless and a source 
of perpétual danger, to one where students 
will be able to utilize it to the best advantage. 

The library in question is the historic Mar- | 
clana collection at Venice, which was found- 
ed by Petrarch, and which since the time of 
Napoleon I. has been housed in the doge’s 
palace. The new repository of the library, 
which consists of over 200,000 volumes, is the 
Palazzo della Zecca, or Palace of the Mint, 
elose to the square of St. Mark. 

Some time before his death in 1874, Petrarch 
determined to bequeath his books to Venice, 
“and thereby found a great and famous 
like those of olden times.’’ The 

s wishes, however, were not respected 
Pity, his books being dispersed and only a 
few coming to the city on the Adriatic. To 
these, however, was added in 1468 the great 


collection presented to the republic by Cardl- ; | 


nal Bessarion. The Hbrary of this learned 
ecclesiastic numbered over a thousand Greek 


and Latin codexes, and had been got together | , 


at a cost of over 30,000 golden ducats, or 


$600,000. 

Thus sugumented, the Venetian govern- | 
ment at once decided that the Marciana 
library should have a worthy home and com- 
missioned Jacopo Sansovino to build a small 
palace for its reception. This was finished 
in 1563, and afterwards orhamented with 
paintings by Veronese and Tintoretto and 
with stucco work by Vittoria. Here the 
l'brafy was installed and it increased hardly 
at all until the eighteenth century, when 
legacies from the houses of Contarini and

EVEN STAID FOR LUNCH. 


Edward Again Proves His 
-Fondness for Showing Favors 
United States. 


(FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, May 31.—King Edward never 
lets a chance slip of doing anything that 
tends to promote friendly relations between 
England and America.

ers Barely Hold Own in Con- 
‘strauttion News Tables. 


A full in building operations i¢ foreseen tn 
the forthcoming issue of Construction News. 


The record for May shows a falling off of 19 
per, cent in New York outside of Brooklyn, 
Chicago just holds its own with a 4 per cent 


gain. 
In a review of conditione in the leading 


American cities, Constructions News will say: 


“Tt will be observed that out of the twen- 


' ty-nine cities only seven show decreases, and 


they are so widely separated that they have 
no bearing upon the general situation. Three 
of the coast cities—San Francisco, Tacoma. 


Spokane—show’ material declines, but 


from everything that can be learned they 
are only temporary. San Francisco shows a 
decrease for the month of 19 per cent, Ta- 
comaml, and Spokane a loss of 3 per cent. 

** Upon the other hand, building continues 
to go on actively in Los Angeles, showing a 
gain of 38 per cent. In the other coast cities, 
however, it ie worth while to note that they 
have been the scene of wonderful activity 
in the recent past.

HIS is the story of the love of James A. Learn— 
the first Canadian to sue a woman for breach 
of promise—of Seraphine White’s marriage to 
another, and of ‘James’ subsequent marriage 
to another love, all told amid the unromantic 
surroundings of an assize court at St. Thomas, 
Canada. 

James tears: wanted pectiniary balm for 
his frostbitten hopes, atid he stied Seraphine for $2,000. Thus 
ww the romance jaid bare to a curious and unsympathetic 
pubitc, 

This is how James told the story in the witness box. In 
1898 he lived with his aged mother and 10 year old son in 
Mapleton, Candda’ He was a widower, and among other 
New Yeur’s resolutions he made one that he would marry 
again. So ih January he advertised in a Chicago matri- 
mofiial paper for a wife, and on Feb. 13, 1809, received a 
reply ftom Seraphine White of Port Rowan. The letter ran: 

‘* Dear Sir: I saw your charming advertisement, and it is 
with great pleasure that I reply, as I like your description. I 
suppose you will receive a great number of letters, but I truly 
hope you will not forget to answer mine. -I am a farmers 
daughter, aged 30 years, 5 feet 5 inches high, brown eyes, 
auburn hair, and a well to do young lady and highly re- 
spected. I am, yous friend, S®RAPHINE WHITP.”

Highly gratified by the description, James replied and a 
corréspondence of a more or less tender nature followed.

Filipinos Nation of Musicians. 

The natives are passionately fond of music 
and their.ear for it is marvelously true; one 
can hear more bad music in a small American 
town than fn all Manila. The city contains 
about 150 native bunds, but not half a dozen 
of the thousands of musicians can “read 
notes.” They play entirely by ear, yet in per- 
fect harmony, and their instruments are al- 
ways in tune. 

They don’t take kindly to Wagner, 
for one, don’t blame them; but when they at- 
tack light opera you well declare you never 
heard it better done. They put a lot of soul 
into “ The Star Spangied Banner,” too, which 
shows there is hope for them. 

The men are not the only musicians; every 
woman takes to the mandolin as naturally as 
to cookery or gossip, and does it well.

We had been told many unpleasant things 
about Manila by acquaintances who saw 
the city before the march of improvement 
began, and had been warned against so many 
kinds of native food that we couldn't keep 
all their names in mind. So we went ashore 
with fear and trembling. But we found the 
water wholesome and delicious; mosquitoes 
were unknown except at -night, when the 
bed canopies excluded them. The nighis 
were cold, too; almost everywhere else in 
the east they are not, but the trade winds 
blow the year round at Manila, so every one 
can be sure of sound and refreshing sleep. 
As to eating, we found the comfortable little 
hotel set quite a good table, considering the 
limitations of market from a hotel man’s 
point of view. Besides, they gave us good 


butter and delicious bread—two things to 


which many botels do not pay sufficient at 
tention.

Food Dearer than in Big City. 
Outside of the rent question, which is an 
important one and which eats a considerable 
hole in a modest income, I have yet to find 
that it is cheaper to live here than in Chi- 
cago. Besided which we must be constantly 
reminded that “it is so much cheaper than 

you can buy the same thing in Chicago.” 
For instance—when eggs were 86 cents a 
dozen in Chicago the market here asked 37 
cents and told us how fortunate we were to 
get them at that price, as they were selling 
for 50- cents a dozen in Chicago! Though this 
town is in the midst of a poultry country we 


-have not been able to afford chicken since 


we left Chicago. Chickens were selling at 22 
cents here when they retailed at 18 cents in 
Chicago. Meat, groceries, fruit, vegetables, 
milk, buttermall these things. cost as much 
here as in the city of 2,000,000 inhabitants, 
and one runs a greater risk of adulteration 
and uncleanliness because of the lax inkpec- 
‘tion. Certain milk dealers pour fresh milk 


into umwashed bottles, for example. Bak- 


eries are a mass of filth where the publiceye 
does not reach the premises, and the man 
who is assured of a pound weight in the loaf 
of bread he buys is a rare exception. More 
over, he pays any price for the Ibaf that the 
baker feels inclined to ask, from 5 to 10 cents. 


All other bakery goods eéll accordingly, 


) JHere, as in many other small cities and 


towns, if one would have good drinking wa- 
ter, he must buy it. Gas is in the houses and 
sells at 90 cents a thousand feet; yet it is 4 
kind of gas which must run in rather short 
feet, for where we use no more gas here than 
we did in our Chicago flat our bills every 
month amount to three times as much. 

Instead of having your garbage carefully 
hauled away by the city, with the health 
department sending out scouts everlastingly 
to see that no breeding places for cholera 
or other filth diseases shall be established, 
one person in a neighborhood may pay the 
private garbage company here to haul away 
hig garbage and pay another private corm- 
pany to haul away his tin cans and ashes. 
The rest of the neighborhood cheerfully dec- 
orates the landscape with its refuse. Then 
the inhabliants wonder why there is 60 much 
sickness in the town all the.time. 

The poor are left to shift for themselves, In- 
‘stead pf being watched, so that they may 
spread no pestilence. In Chicago they are 
given at least occasional work to do, while 
here a poor man is an outcast, stamped upon 
by every foot. If you are a poor man, shun 
the small city. There is a better chance in 
the big city for you; a still better chance in 
the real country, where tending to the things 
that grow will give every man ah occupation 
for at least part of the year, insuring good 
health and normal self-respect at the same 
time. . 
Nor is Chicago the dirtiest city in com- 
parison with this and other small cities of 
which I know Thefe are no civic improve- 
ment associations here to keep at least séc- 
tions of the city’s streets and walks in neat 
condition.

The students in the scientific schools of 
the great universities, the state uhiversities 
especially, and such colleges as Sheffield; 
at Yale, Sibley; at Cornell, Case school; at 


Cleveland and Boston Tech lead as strenuous: 


lives, brave aS many actual dangers (or 


the men actually working at those same 
professions outside of college. 

Sibley college at Ithaca—Cornell’s scien- 
tific school, recently has won a great repu- 
tation for strenuous living and hard wort 
among its students. The earnest and labori- 
ous course of study mapped out for the 
young scientists has been called to the atten- 
tion of the outside world’ recently by the 
sudden death of Ralph G. Young, a post- 
graduate and instructing engineer in Bibley. 
He was an enthusiastic worker and aimed 
not only to perfect himself in his studies 
but .to discover new things.

Works 90 Hours and Dies. 
In, pursuing his studies Young worked 


ninety hours in the cellars of the General 
Electric at Connellsville, Pa., with only six 


hours for food, rest, and sleep, and he spent 


a great part of the time in water over a 
foot deep, laboring away to.get experience.

The essentials of a healthy nursery are 
that it should be a sunny room, an airy 
room, and thet it shoild have as much win- 
dow space as possible. I cannot too earnest- 
ly impress upon you the value of sunshine 
for the furtherance of the growth and de- 
velopment of children. Sunlight kills the 
germs of disease; it gives color to plants, 
and vitality to everything that lives. You 
cannot rear rosy cheeked children in a 
gloomy nursery facing north. If you can in 
any way manage it, let the babies 'room face 
south-or southwest. 

You may bave no choice as to size—if you 
have, let the nursery be large—but whether 
it is lafge or not you can always insure its 
being airy by taking care that the windows 
open top and bottom, and that the room is 
not cumbered’ with large pieces of furniture. 
Many people don't recollect that they make 
small rooms much smaller by cramming 
them with big pieces of furniture. Bach arti- 
cle, though it does not consume air as a 
living being does, takes up the space that 
ought to be occupied by air, and so makes 
the room airless more quickly than it would 
otherwise become. 

It is for this reason that I would urgently 


‘recommend you not to allow—as is unfor- 


tunately the habit in some houses—the gur-' 
sery to be turned into a kind of lumber: 
reom. “OO, we dan’t want it here: send it 
up to the nursery,” is often said when the 
disposition of cumbrous articles is desired.

These are the 
Agra dhurries, typical examples of native 
every day Indian cotton weaving in color- 


The dhurries made 
in Madras, whigh are better adapted for 
_curtains, and the Moorish dhurries which 
are more elaborately woven than the Indian, 
with a small inserted design woven be- 
tween the stripes of the pattern, are excel- 
lent for table covers or draperies. 

The Mashrabiya work and lattice is also 
a feature of eastern decoration, being made 
by the Saracens, who were ingenious in the

The First Essential—: 


In testing stockings is to have an absolutely 
clean soap solutign in tepid water. Put in 
your stockings right side out, rub well, turn 
and rub on wrong side. If the color is at all 
delicate rub the feet first, then the legs, so as 
not to leave the latter long in the water. 
Rinse thoroughly in water of the same tem- 
perature, wring dry, and hang from the tops 
of the stockings go.that if any water settles, 
leaving a little discoloration, it will be in the 
toe instead of the leg, 

The black stockings now are usually fast 
color and give no trouble. If the colored 
stockings show signs of running or fading 
the color may be set with alum or salt water, 
only bearing in mind that alum will be apt 
to set the soil as well as the color. 

Silk stockings should be washed and rinsed 
in: lukewarm water. and wrung between 
towels.
